Harking back to the old English 
common law, Mowrey held that the 
girl was “not a human being” as 
comprehended by the statutes of Col­ 
orado. ■

He declared that the state-had fa.iL 
ed to prove that the imbecile girl had 
a soul. Further, he stated, the state 
had failed to prove corpus delecti, 
or that the defendant was sane. 
The motion was made in the judge’s 
chambers and promptly overruled. 
In supporting the defense conten­ 
tion that the girl was not a human 
being within the meaning of the Col­ 
orado law, Mr. Mowrey said: 
“Col­ 
orado has adopted the common law 
which prevailed in England in_lfi07. 
While our statute, reads 
that 
the 
murder is the unlawful killing of a < 
human being', the line of diferentia- 
tion between the human and the ani­ 
mal is simply that the human animal 
is a reasonable being.” 
All evidence presented and a half 
holiday recess granted to permit prep­ 
aration of jury instructions and the 
closing arguments, twelve men in dis­ 
trict court soon will have the task of 
deciding the fate of Dr. Blazer.

JACKSON, Miss., Nov. 
ll.—The 
prisoner is not an enemy of society 
but a child or ward, "with all it? 
tremendous implications for 
truly 
Christian parental provision and ad­ 
ministration,” s the declaration made 
before the annual meeting of the 
American Prison association here to­ 
day by Joseph C. Hutcheson, judge 
of the United States District court, 
Houston Texas. 
‘This theory,” Judge Hutcheson 
asserted, "stands opposed to the vin­ 
dictive and punitive theories which 
are cancerously imbedded In our law. 
are embodies in our jails and pris­ 
ons and show out in the stark evil 
of our purposeless, haphazard, shift 
less* unchristian administration of 
those Institutions.” 
^ 
The, Federal judge asserted the 
prison congress on the subject of 
"United States prisoners in jail.” 
Judge Hutcheson has jurisdiction 
over the sPutharo district of Texas, 
which contains six divisions, includ­ 
es two Mexican border gateways, ev­ 
ery gulf port in Texas except Beau­ 
mont and Port Arthur, including also 
Houston, a city of 200,000 people. 
"At my first sittings, which hap­ 
pened to be in border towns witn 
crowded jails, I was confronted with 
the definite and inescapable condition 
that thep rocess of ray court might 
cause hundreds of men to be in jail 
in default of bond, and that my judi­ 
cial word under the wide discretion 
which the law gave me, would send 
guilty men to jail or to the peniten­ 
tiary, or impose fines upon them, the* 
non-payment of which would send 
them there.” 
— Judge Hutcheson said that he went 
into these jails to find out at first 
hand what they were, and what con- 
finfment in jail really meant, 
“I found there conditions which, 
apparently taken for 
granted 
by 
those in charge of the jails, 
struck 
me as to medieval and barbarous, 
and so contrary to the ordinary prin­ 
ciples of Christianity, that I was 
shocked beyond expression. 
"I was so impressed with the eco­ 
nomic loss to society of this misera-

IS ARMISTICE DAY TO BE FORGOTTEN BY 
THE PEOPLE WHO WERE DEFENDED? 


We might start this editorial with “Four Score Years 
and Ten,” or with some other patriotic keynote telling of 
Í the exploits of Americans on fields of battie since the 
Revolutionary conflict right on down through the great 
world war, yet we would only have a blustering article 
at the completion, teeming with fiction and devoid of facts. 
The indictment, “devdid of facts,” is not meant to be 
construed that we do not believe our own history, the his­ 
tory of our own soldiers and sailors and their sterling 
worth wherever the American uniform has been worn. 
We mean by such a statement that should we elaborate 
on the great patriotic heart of America that we would be 
sounding a note all our own, others would not have heard 
the call. 
Armistice Day, today. Perhaps the greatest day in the 
annals of American history, surely the greatest in world 
history, and it passes almost unnoticed. The schools will 
observe, fraternal orders will observe, but the people in 
general go quietly about the task of business paying lit­ 
tle attention to the deeds of the men who felj more than 
seven years ago that the shores of this vast land might 
not bear the imprint of an ironshod heel. 
Ex-service men in this country have not been treated 
in the manner becoming man of their worth. 
No matter 
what their lives might have been before they entered the 
service of Uncle Sam, no matter from what section of the 
nation they came from, they went to European fronts 
with but one thought and that was the glorification of 
the American colors and the placing of American prin­ 
ciples above ail else. They fought their battles, they bled, 
a great many of them perished. 
Those who perished Id 
the world conflict had songs written of their deeds of 
valor, flags placed upon the mounds which harbored their 
sacred dust. Those who lived, what of them? Have they 
received the proper recognition, have they been given their 
just dues, has public thought and public spirit, patriotism, 
been thrown into the scales and been evenly balanced with 
the service #hich these men gave? 
It certainly has not. 
Every American citizen knows that, no prophet is needed 
to tell‘the American people that they have not done their 
full duty. 
The average American soldier, sailor, or ma­ 
rine will tell you that the policies the government has 
adopted has meant very little to him. He looks upon the 
philanthropic work of Congress as a laughing stock and 
a huge joke poked down the throats of American peo­ 
ple under the guise of patriotism. Had it been real, red- 
blooded patriotism there would have been something more 
offered the American ex-service fighter than a free poll 
tax, unemployment and an insurance policy that should 
be of worth to him within the next hundred years. When 
the government called the American citizen to leave his 
peaceful pursuits and go into the lands beyond the waters 
to protect American principles, there was no hesitancy. 
They went, with a song on their lips, prepared to die if 
necessary, believing that they were saving the country for 
Democracy. 
When they returned from the fields of bat­ 
tie, and there were 56,000 who did not return, the shoe 
was on the other foot. They called to their beloved gov­ 
ernment and there was no answer. 
They asked for em- 
ployment and there was none to be had. 
They asked 
for a bonus and obtained an insurance policy. 
Today, 
many will be the thoughts that turn the flight of time 
back seven years to the distorted scenes of war on Euro­ 
pean war fronts.
